A full statement of the agreem ent 
conditions will be made public soon 
by the labor departm ent, Davis said.

the first cabinet members to leave 
and proceeded at once to the labor 
department.

Leaders expressed gratification at 
the adjustm ent, promise was 
made 
for constructive legislation to make 
repetition improbable and some de­ 
clared the agreement grew out of 
recent adoption of the senate reso­ 
lution calling upon the president for 
action. 
“ The action taken by th e senate 
and the press of public opinion has 
resulted in this good news,” Senator 
Copeland, New York democrat, and 
au th o r of the resolution, said. 
“ The press is to be congratu lated 
because it helped crystalize public 
sentiment. 
Now is th e time to form 
legislation and provide a method of 
h a n d lin g similar emergencies should 
an y occur in th e future.”

Abraham Lincoln—Father

The White House is a poor place in which to rear children. 
The glare 
of the spotlight is too bright, and the burdens imposed upon tin' ch ief 
executive leave him very little time for fathering his children. 
Of all the fathers who have taken their families to the nation’s capital, 
none ever continued to play the role of father more consistently than did 
Abraham Lincoln. 
No other president, except Theodore Roosevelt, evil 
took younger children with him into the chief executive’s mansion. 
Neither the dignity of his office nor the pressure of war business was 
sufficient to prevent* Mr. Lincoln from occasionally romping on the door 
with his boys. 
It was in the White House that Mr. Lincoln probably s u f ­ 
fered the most exquisite sorrow of his career in the death of his In k 
son Tad. 
Officials of the Civil war period tell of the way in which the boy had 
the freedom of the executive mansion. 
Diplomats might wait for hours 
for an audience until the president was at leisure, but his boy opened any 
door at will and entered into any conference without interference. 
No matter how serious the problem under discussion, when Tad ap­ 
peared his father suspended all business until the boy’s errand had been 
made known. 
Between the two there seemed to be an understanding and 
a confidence that no circumstance could shake. 
In these days of golf, lunch clubs, high powered motors, business 
pressure and .juvenile delinquency, one can hardly refrain from wonder­ 
ing how many boys might be saved from disaster and how many fathers 
saved from humiliation if Abraham Lincoln’s example was a little more 
closely followed. 
Any man’s greatest joy will come, ultimately, in the success of his 
children. 
Being a father is the biggest business in the world. 
Any other 
work can never be more important than a side line, in comparison.

FUTURE ALLOTMENTS TO MIN­ 
NESOTA WILL DEPEND ON 
SALES HERE NOW 


Pyrotol to he used in Minnesota the 
spring of 1926 should be ordered now, 
says A. I. Sehwantes. who is in charge 
of the land clearing department of the 
university. 
Mr. Sehwantes explains that Minne­ 
sota received an allotment 
of 
three 
million pounds of pyrotol for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1921!. 
Up to F e b ­ 
ruary I only 027,000 pounds had been 
ordered. 
If the three million pounds 
are not sold by June 30, the balance 
will he taken hack by the government 
and a new allotment made for the lol 
lowing year. 
As the size of new al­ 
lotments usually is based on the pre­ 
vious year’s consumption, Minnesota 
farmers must use up this year’s allot­ 
ment. in order to he insured a substan­ 
tial amount for the next fiscal year. 
“The supply of war salvaged explo­ 
sive will be exhausted in the near fu­ 
ture,’’ says Mr. Sehwantes. 
“To he 
able to purchase it at from one-fourth 
to one-half the price of commercial 
dynamite is a rare opportunity for ev­ 
ery farmer who has use for such m a ­ 
terial. 
Cheap pyrotol makes possible 
the development of waste lands at a 
goodly saving in costs. 
“For these reasons Minnesota farm­ 
ers should purchase 
pyrotol 
freely 
while it is available, 
lf they do not 
buy it farmers in some other state* 
will.” 
Mr. Sehwantes says that word from 
Washington indicates that the usual 
spring rush at the cart ridging pla’ht 
at Barksdale, Wis., will 
he 
greaten* 
than ever this year. 
March and April 
are the busy 
months. 
Any 
orders 
which can he placed for shipment in 
February or early March will avoid 
this rush. 
Early ordering will mean, 
too, that the material will he on hand 
when it is wanted in the early spring. 
All orders should he sent to Divi­ 
sion of Agricultural Engineering, Uni­ 
versity Farm, St. Paul. 
Carload or­ 
ders should be accompanied by remit­ 
tance or hankers’ acceptance ut the 
rate of seven cents per pound. Orders 
for small quantities to 
be 
shipped 
from either St. Paul. Bemidji or Vir­ 
ginia magazines 
direct 
to 
farmers 
should he accompanied by remittance 
of $8.60 per IOO pounds.
